Electric gadgets 
help put fish 
in the boat 


We have all watched television footage of our navy destroyers 
tracking down and depth charging enemy submarines. The sonar 
operator would tell the captain where the sub was located and he 
would order the depth charges dropped at the appropnate ime and 
place. Little did our navy heroes realize that some of them would 
be locating bass and other fish with electronics that were based on 
this WWII sonar technology. 

Many improvements have been made on today’s fish finders as 
compared to the early sub locators. They are now much smaller 
because of transistors and other improvements. Fishermen can pur- 
chase fish finders that will literally draw them a map of the lake or 
streambed bottom. Fish locators when combined with other elec- 
tronic aids can tell you if fish are present, give you a pH analysis, 
oxygen level, and water temperature. ; : 

While electronic aids will never be a substitute for learning basic 
angling skills they can, when combined with these basic skills, 
make the difference between a fishless day and a highly successful 
day on the water, 

"Fish finders, whether they are called depth finders, locators, or 
chart recorders all evolved from what were originally referred to as 
“flashers”. Flashers were machines with a small light that rotated 
rapidly around a dial and gave depth readings. A flasher operator 
needed considerable training and they were often inaccurate, 

As the evolution of the fish finders continued, the flasher-graph 
machines came on the scene, They relied on the same basic tech: 
nology as a flasher but theses units incorporated & paper print out 
graph of what the flasher saw, They were an improvement but 
too suffered from inaccurate readings under certain situations.
